About nine o'clock on Saturday 
niclit nn alrtrm of flro WM founded, 
mid it wns soon known that the flro 
was within the walls of the Peniten- 
tiary. Our firemen promptly report- 
ed for duty, but were necessarily de- 
layed in commencing to flpht the fire 
by the fact that there are no fire plups 
in the prison, and the hose had to be 
run In from the outfide, and that 
through closed gates. 

The fire was first discovered by 
Mr. Maratta, one of the night guards. 
In the delay occasioned by the ar- 
rangement of the lines of hose the 
fire had gained such headwa.v that, 
despite the utmost exerthvis of the 
firemen, the whole south end of the 
old hemp department was soon en- 
veloped in flames. 

Mtwsrs. Mason A Foard Company 
have been using this building for a 
broom and furniture factory, and had 
a large amount of finished and unfin- 
ished work stored therein, together 
with their very expensive new ma- 
chinery, some of which had just ar- 
rived and had not even been unpack- 
ed.

The officers of the fire com- 
pany say they did not do anything 
deserving of special mention until 
after the fire was under control. And 
then they were like the mtin who 
witnessed the fight between his wife 
and the bear, and, when the latter 
HWH worsted, jumped down from his 
high perch and yelled out "Didn't 
tee give it to him good, Betsy?' r 
We believe in giving all due credit, 
hut, brethren of the pencil, don't 
"slop over." 

The fire was a grand and beautiful 
sight, and was witnessed by nearly 
the whole of our population from the 
Arsenal hill.

other gentlemen, who had remained 
there to see the fire boys go out, 
drove to the eastern i>art of the city 
and turned in a second alarm, the 
run being made out there In equally 
as fast time After examining the 
mechanism thoroughly the party re- 
turned to the Phoenix Hotel nbd 
partook of a splendid dinner, after 
which they visited the Court House 
and were introduced to the Triumph 
of Chastity by Col J. Soule Smith, 
and otherwise whiled away the time 
until the coming of the C. & O. train, 
upon which they returned home, 
highly pleased with their visit. 

The system worked perfectly and 
all those of our citizens who saw it 
were satisfied such a one in opera- 
tion in this city would be a great 
protection to property. The prompt 
explicit information as to the exact 
location of a fire obtained through 
the medium of this system would 
greatly economise time in getting 
there and prevent many a disastrous 
conflagration. Frankfort needs such 
a system badly and the amount paid 
for R would be money well spent. 

The gentlemen who went to Lex- 
ington are under obligations to act- 
ing Mayor Kauffman, Conncllmen 
Walnscott, McChesney, Alex. Mor- 
gon, T. N. Allen, Elijah Allen, Al- 
derman J. Soule Smith and Messrs. 
J. H. Davidson, Caesar Shubinski, 
Judge Hunt, Judge Sharp, and nu- 
merous other gentlemen for the kind 
and courteous manner in which they 
were treated during their stay. In 
fact the whole city seemed glad to 
see them and used every effort to 
make them feel at home and enjoy 
their visit.
